INVESTIGATION: 

SGT. REYES WAS DRIVING W/B ON SUNSET BLVD AND STOPPED FOR THE RED 
TRI- LIGHT AT SUNSET BLVD AT GOWER STREET. AS REYES LOOKED SOUTH, HE 
OBSERVED THE DEFENDANTS SITTING ON THE BUS BENCH AT 6060 SUNSET 
BLVD. REYES OBSERVED DEFENDANT HARVEY POURING AN AMBER COLORED 
LIQUID RESEMBLING BEER FROM A CAN PARTIALLY CONCEALED IN A BLACK
